Comranlst pro p aga nda with ths naans of ths Aaeriaaa oomslttee in ths ftistlan» 
occupied Imfcrla* this panel has been aads up coepletely antl-daaocratlcally and 
un r ap r e ssntat lvely . Thsrs is no Labor representative of its seven members. All 
tfaaaa seven nsabsrs are politicians of the SUht-viu and sons of then are even 
known* as nan of antl-dMoeratlc opinion. Tor instance, A. Bsrslns was the nlnlstar 
of propaganda in Ulasnis government of national dictatorship (1934-1940) who Is 
wall-known from this time to every latvian as a destroyer of dasocraqr. He and hit 
dictatorship established also the first concentration camp in Latvia were several 
thousands of Latvian labor officials vers imprisoned. 

If the national Comdttee for a Tree Xurope entrusts ths radio propaganda 
for the occupied Latvia in the hands of such persons. It should not have say suc- 
cess* taocraqr cannot be propagated by aen who annihilated It in their tine*

I have also oroposad 
to afrdt Mr. Vo id® an A. Kraulitls (76 Broalqr Street, Boston 30, Mass.) the only 
one aa thorl ssd Latlvtan labor representative In ths U.S. A. , into the Latvian Panel 
Of ths KB. Unfortunately, these well-meant proposals have been rejected and Mr. 
Frederic &• Dolbeare, vlce-orssidsnt of the HOPE, the other <by announced to vs that 
they have made up the latvian Panel In a way previously decided. This means In a 
prejudiced earner end for a democratic propaganda in Iatvia injurious coalition. 

As far ae I know, the WGFE had done it on the proposal of the existing 
reactionary latvian organisations and ths Latvian diplomatic representative, Mr. J. 
Taldnanls. These are just the circles which up to the date glorify the old national 
dictatorship of Latvia and which combat all latvian democratic parties In exile. 

Vr. Talfrvanis is a supporter of Ulmrxds dictatorship and therefore it is dear about 
that ha has proposed to make up ths Latvian Panel in ths vain of these autocrat lo- 

men and has expelled the latvian Vbor representatives. If the national 
Committee for a Tree Europe will follow his advice in Latvian interne! affairs, 
then It will get a false and for dwocracy bad information. It would be the same 
If somebody in the USA wanted to get Information about Spanish affairs at Franco's 
minister?
